Not until Tonr- 
gueueff had christened the movement 
nth its present name of Nihilism, in 
is novel "Fathers and Sons," jmblish- 
d in 1866; not until Kargnsov had firec 
t the Czar, did oar thick-headed police 
iscover the purpose of the literaiy pro- 
actions cieated by our cleverest writ' 
rs. The pamphlets were seized, anc 
ound to contain the doctrine which 
tad armed Kargasov. The Nihilist pa 
iers were suppressed, their editors 
rausportcd to Siberia; but the suppres 
ion tvnd banishment came too late 
Iihilism was a power in the land, »n< 
lad its gospel, in the form of the cele 
irated novel published by Nchernechef 
ki, under the titlo of "What to Do.' 
Mihalow, Mill's teachings on the re 
ation of the sexes, had proclaimed the 
absolute right of each sex to dissolve 
he marriage tie. Dubroluboy and 
'isarev, the greatest of thea all, had 
mblished their works, leaving no qnei- 
lon concerning our society without so- 
ntion from the Nihilistic stand-point. 
While they expounded Nihilism, Niet- 
cuayev organized it into a living, mighty 
and desperate engine, prepared to take 
he field in due time. It was the same 
tiietchayev whom Switzerland extrad- 
ted, and who was strangled in n railway 
or by ordfer of the Czar's. 


HOW B*. JOHSSOJI ACTKD. 


]l>r. Samuel Johnson, the great En* 
tilth author, was rix feet high, large 
•ml well formed, with a countenance 
like the cast «f an ancient statue, but 
he stooped Borribiy; nil back was 
round. He walked a*, if he were in fet- 
ters; his feet were never for a moment 
quiet; bis vast body was in constant 
agitation, see-aawing backward and for- 
ward;,he often looked,a* if hta body 
were atxrat to roH'ftom the chair to the 
floor. In sitting he held hi* head to 
on* aide, toward his right shoulder, 
•baking it in a tremulous manner, and 
rubbing Ma knee in one direction with 
the palm of his hand. These motions 
were attributed to convulsions or St. 
Vitas dance; but he could sit still 
whenever he waa told to do so. His 
mouth waa continually opening and 
shutting as if he were chewing some- 
thing. He was constantly twhirling his 
hands. When he was not talking he 
would often be half whistling, clucking 
like a hen, pressing hip tongue against 
bis trout gums and making a noisa like 
too, too too. 


Before entering a doorway he would 


make most cxtraoitlinary antics with his 
hands and feet, whirling and twisting 
himself, and then stride over the thres- 
hold as if he were taking the longest 
possible step for a wager. He would 
stop in the stropt suddenly as if he had 
forgotten his tusk and go through these 
performances, even when he waa walk- 
ing with ladies. r*owds of the men and 
boys would gather ironnd him and hoot 
nnd laugh. Soriutuues he would dance 
about and bold his head back, and his 
bands out, as if 
>•» were a jockey riding 


riding a honte, ."id attract a laughing 
crowd. He wou'd frequently walk on 
beel and tor -tit ornately, and, sitting 
down on a li>: by the bank of the 
Thames, worn 1 uke a religious book 
ont of his poikut aud see-saw violently 
while reading it, attracting the curiosity 
of the crowds, who thought he was 
crazy. He would pare bin nails to the 
cuticle, and scrupe his finder joints with 
a pen knife until they were raw aud red. 


The streets in London were paved 


uniformly from wall to wall, the side- 
walks being marked off by stone posts. 
Johnson invariably touched his hand to 
the top of these at he walked; if he m- 
idvertently omitted one, he would go 
back and touch it. He was always anx- 
ious to step from the doorstep with one 
particular foot, and if in walking toward 
it in the house the footstep did not come 
right he would turn baek and calculate 
until he hid it. 


His dress hung loosely around him. 


Be wore a dirty brown, rusty coat and 
waistcoat, brown breeches once crimson, 
an old black wig and black woolen stock- 
ings always. His wig never sat straight 
in bis head; they were always black or 
brown, seldom powdered, and a comb 
could have gone thro' them as easily as 
a thick-set hedge. 
He was terribly 


short-sighted; the wigs were generally 
burned off in front by the candle held 
too near. He ate like a wolf, being 
wholly absorbed by the act. Hi eyes 
were riveted on his plate; he would not 
speak a word or pay the least attention 
to any one till he had satisfied his vora- 
cious appetite; he waa so voracious that 
his veins would swell and the perspira- 
tion come so profusely that it would 
drop upon his plate. Macanlay says in 
his defense that these habits were form- 
ed in his yonth when he was poor and 
half starved, and glad to get food how- 
ever and whenever ho ccnld obtain it.. 
He and Savage, the poet, used to wan- 
der in the London streets at night, un- 
able to pay for a lodging, and he often 
subsisted on what would now be equiv- 
alent now of 20 cents a day. 


If anybody was to act like the great 


Dr. Johnson now, he would promptly 
enter an insane asylum.

The aspect of 
the Nevada landscape, to the eye of an 
Eastern agriculturist is most forbidding, 
presen'ing the appearance of a desert, 
t>nt m thiU State there are millions of 
acres of this seeming desert land that 
with irrigation can be made to" produce 
crops of cereals and hardy vegetables 
in large quantity per acre and superior 
in quality to the productions of the most 
favored soil on the continent. This 
irrigation can not be accomplished to 
and great extent from the natural water- 
cournes, as is the case to a limited ex- 
tent in the instance mentioned, but it 
can be accomplished by artiScnl means, 
and homes and fames made for thous- 
ands in a region that now looks like a 
desert. The mountains surrounding 
the Hnmboldt valley, nnd many similar 
valleys intue Great Basin, teem with 
water veins. These can be tupped either 
by artesian wells or tunnels, and water 
led to the valleys, which, now covered 
with sagebrush, can be transformed into 
prodnctive farmes. And these farms 
will be right oil tbe line of the railroad 
and contiguous to a mining region that 
will nfford them a sure and profitable 
market.—Stock Report.

Among the passengers for California, 


who left Omaha Thursday, was Denis 
Kearney, who will visit Sacramento one 
week and then return to San Francisco. 
He says the Bepnblican nominee for 
President will be Grant or Washbnrne 
—which meaus'the name thing as they 
both represent what Kenrney calls the 
Imperialists or usurping Republicans 
who are to TJS« the inflowing British 
gold to conduct the election, and if nee- 
essnry to again count the Democratic 
nominee out, in •which event he pre- 
dicts a saugniniiry rrTolation.

Count Von Moltke, Chief Marshal of 


the German Empire, in reply to a cor- 
respondent who requested him to nse 
his influence with the Emperor for the 
reduction of the army, writes: "The 
power of the army cannot impress all 
nations with the conviction that even 
victorious war it a national misfortune. 
That conviction can only be the result 
of the moral education of the nations, 
the fruit of which we shall neither of us 
live to see." 


Senator Blaine is preparing to have
